BLAZING BATTLE 

Trees bum as six-year dispute escalates 



Blazing trees, a smashed green¬ 
house and a mooning millionaire 
have all featured in a bitter six-year 
dispute between neighbours in one 
of Surrey’s poshest suburbs. 

Gerald Mead and wife Heather, of 
Forest Lodge, Forest Drive, in 
Kingswood, have been locked in an 
escalating conflict with neighbour, 
Neville Williams, over a narrow 
strip of land between their proper¬ 
ties - each worth well in excess of 
£lm. 

Mr Mead, who has lived there for 
19 years, insists he owns the land 
and has planted trees on it over the 
years, but his neighbour of 12 years 
is equally insistent it belongs to 
him. 

Mr Williams, 53, says that a docu¬ 
ment from the Land Registry, seen 
by both parties, proves this, and he 
is within his rights to cut down Mr 
Mead’s trees and put up a “conifer 
screen” instead. 

After a war of words lasting years, 
Mr Williams, a director of several 
companies including one that ser¬ 
vices Bentley and Rolls Royce cars, 
took matters into his own hands 
and started chopping down the 
trees this summer. 

Then, while the Meads were away 
on holiday, more were cut down. An 
attempt to burn the severed trunks 
got out of hand and spread to other 
trees, destroying the Meads’

greenhouse - an accident for which 
Mr Williams has apologised and 
offered to pay. 

The latest flashpoint came last 
month when Mr Williams mooned 
at Mr Mead’s gardener - something 
captured on camera by the Meads. 

Mr Williams told the Epsom 
Guardian on Tuesday: “Yes, I did re¬ 
move my trousers, but I only did it 
after 18 months of Mrs Mead hiding 
in the bushes taking photos of me. 

“They are horrible, manky old 
trees. They need taking down.” 

Police have been called in and 
have spoken to both parties. Unable 
to resolve the conflict, they have 
referred the men to mediation - 
although an earlier mediation 
attempt failed a few years ago. 

Mr Williams said: “We moved here 
for a peaceful life. There must be an 
element of racism in this - we have 
never had a decent conversation, 
not even in the early days. 

“Common sense must prevail. It’s 
completely got out of proportion.” 

Mr Mead, who grew up in Brixton, 
denies that he is racist and wants a 
resolution to the issue, either-way.

GP group will not hold public meeting on axed Edics 


The GPs group that axed an 
award-winning health service 
last month has said it will not 
hold a public meeting explain¬ 
ing its decision. 

A spokeswoman for Surrey 
Downs clinical commission¬ 
ing group (SDCCG), which 
pulled the plug on the now- 
defunct Epsom Downs Inte¬ 
grated Care Services (Edics), 
which provided specialist 
care in community clinics in 
the area, said the public 


would be given a “brief up¬ 
date” on the situation at its 
next governing body meeting, 
but that all the patients affect¬ 
ed by the change had already 
been written to. 

She said the CCG is in medi¬ 
ation with Edics’ administra¬ 
tors, which if unsuccessful 
“could lead to legal action by 
the parties”, and that it is 
“currently defining the pro¬ 
cess and timescales” for a re¬ 
view of how the services, 


which were provided by 
Edics, will be delivered in the 
long-term. 

She added: “We expect this 
part of the review to be com¬ 
pleted during September and 
October.” 

Addressing concerns not 
enough of Edics services had 
been transferred to Epsom 
Hospital - whose future is 
under threat because of the 
BSBV review of acute ser¬ 
vices - the spokewoman 


pointed out almost half of 
Edics clinics, 19 out of 37, 
were transferred into the hos¬ 
pital. Edics’ administrators, 
Michael Kiely and Peter 
Kubik, of UHY Hacker Young 
LLP, were unable to comment. 
□ The SDCCG governing body 
meeting will be held on Fri¬ 
day, September 27, from 
2.30pm to 5pm, at Elmbridge 
Borough Council, Civic 
Centre, High Street, Esher, 
KT10 9SD.

From spring next year, 
women-only Downview 
prison between Belmont and 
Banstead is to become a men’s 
prison under a plan to mod¬ 
ernise the prison estate. 

Prisons in Reading, 
Northallerton, Dorchester 
and Blundeston are to be 
closed with Downview among 
several that are changing as 
prisoners are redistributed. 

The Government says the 
plan will save the taxpayer 
more than £500m in prison 
costs.

Justice Secretary Chris 
Grayling, also MP for Epsom 
and Ewell, said: “This is the 
latest part of our plan to mod¬ 
ernise our prisons, bring 
down costs, but to make sure 
by the next election we still 
have access to more prison 
places than we inherited 
in 2010. 

“Of course, the reorganisa¬ 
tion of our prison estate, 
which we are undertaking, 
means some difficult 
decisions. 

“However, we have to make 
sure we have modern, 


affordable prisons give the 
best opportunity for us to 
work with offenders to stop 
them committing more 
crimes when they leave.” 

Female prisoners will be 
moved from Downview to 
other suitable prisons by the 
end of this year and work to 
convert the facility will start 
immediately. 

The Ministry of Justice said 
it will carry out an assess¬ 
ment to find out what staffing 
levels will be needed at the 
prison and “everything will 
be done” to avoid compulsory 
redundancies. 

Prisons Minister Jeremy 
Wright said: “We will do all 
we can to offer support and 
ensure the prison continues 
to operate safely and securely 
in the run-up to the change in 
role.” 

Reigate and Banstead MP 
and former Prisons Minister 
Crispin Blunt said prisoners’ 
rehabilitations programmes 
were disrupted or even 
stopped altogether when 
Downview was converted 
from being a men-only prison 
in 2001 and has pressed Mr 
Grayling for assurances this 
will not happen again.

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Armed robbers steal 
£60 from chip shop

A woman who had a gun pointed at 
her head by a masked man during 
a raid on a fish and chip shop has 
spoken of her ordeal. 

Sally Pang, 59, from Jade Garden 
in Poole Road, Ewell, said she and 
her husband were getting ready to 
close the shop just after 10pm last 
Thursday when two robbers en¬ 
tered the premises. 

Mrs Pang told the Epsom 
Guardian: “I was just sitting down 
waiting to close and they came in 
and asked for money. They pointed 
the gun at me. I didn’t know what 
was going on. I thought it was a 
joke. 

“They said ‘Come on, give me the 
money or I will shoot you’.” 

The robbers, who stood about 
10ft away, then spotted her hus¬ 
band and repeated their demand. 

Mrs Pang said: “I was frightened. 
I was worried that they would 
shoot me because I only had £60. 

“They wanted to steal the charity 
box for the blind, but they could 
not take it.” 

The men could not remove the 
charity box because it was fixed to 
the counter, but they snatched the 
money and ran off in different 
directions. 

She said: “I gave them £60 and

they ran away.” 

Mrs Pang said she could not even 
see if the men were white or black 
because they were completely cov¬ 
ered up. 

She said: “It was too fast. They 
had everything covered, their 
hands, face, head. I couldn’t see 
anything.” 

She said her neighbour saw the 
men leaving her back garden earn¬ 
er after failing to get in the back, 
which was already locked up. 

She said: “I have been here for 23 
years and there has been no 


problems. I did not know what was 
going on. It was very quiet. We did¬ 
n’t see anyone around. Everybody 
had closed their curtains.” 

A police manhunt in the area 
failed to find the two men, both 
about 6ft. 

Police carried out house-to- 
house enquiries. 

Detective Constable Errol Chetty 
said: “This was a frightening or¬ 
deal for the members of staff in¬ 
volved and no doubt the 
experience will stay with them for 
some time therefore we are doing 
all we can to find those responsible 
and bring them to justice. 

“I would appeal to anyone who 
saw anything suspicious in the 
area either around the time of the 
offence or in the days prior to it 
taking place as it may assist us 
with our investigation.” 

Local Councillor Eber Kington 
said: “I have to say incidents like 
this are very upsetting for the com¬ 
munity. But what we need to re¬ 
member is they are so upsetting 
because they are so rare. 

“We know police have a good 
track record tracking these things 
down. We have to rely on them to 
do an excellent job.”

Horses will face eviction 


Action is being taken to evict 
a trio of ponies from disused 
land in Epsom. 

Worried residents have re¬ 
peatedly raised concerns 
about the welfare of a horse, 
nicknamed Chantilly Filly, 
which appeared in Chantilly 
Way after the Epsom Derby in 
2012. 

Two more ponies later 
joined Chantilly Filly, but the 
RSPCA maintainted that its 
officers could not remove the 
horses simply because they 
were on their own and 
without shelter. 

But Epsom and Ewell neigh¬ 
bourhood Inspector Craig 
Knight said he received a 
letter last month from the 
Department of Health (DoH), 
which owns the land in 
Chantilly Way. 


Insp Knight said: “The prop¬ 
erty team says it is going to 
look to take action to remove 
the horses. 

“I am pleased that it is 
taking action to resolve what 
has been a historic issue for 
the community.” 

He said the DoH property 
team was looking to essential¬ 
ly evict the animals and take 
action against the owners. 

A DoH spokesman con¬ 
firmed that the department 
had written to police over the 
horses in Chantilly Way. 

He said: “We are arranging 
for notices to go up regarding 
the removal of the horses.” 

The horses are on land tht 
was formerly part of the 
Epsom Cluster of psychiatric 
hospitals, which became part 
of the NHS. 


Pervert spared jail 


A convicted sex offender 
whose partner installed soft¬ 
ware on his computer to stop 
him accessing images of chil¬ 
dren being sexually abused 
has been spared jail after 
being caught with more than 
700 images of abuse. 

David Spencer, 40, of 
Bookham Court, Church 
Road, Leatherhead, pleaded 
guilty to 16 counts of sexual 
images at Guildford Crown 
Court on August 9. 

Returning for sentencing be¬ 
fore Judge Peter Moss on 
September 6, the court heard 
723 indecent images were 
found on his laptop, computer 
and Blackberry after Surrey 
Police received intelligence 
from America of “various in¬ 
decent images being shared 
by email users”, according to 
prosecutor Wendy Cottee. 

She said that one of the 
email addresses was traced to 
Spencer, leading police to raid 
the home he shared with his 
partner on March 21.

Ms Cottee said Spencer told 
his partner: “I’ve been doing it 
by Skype. It’s to do with the 
images again,” when police 
arrived. 

She said all the images were 
of boys, aged four to 12, and 
one was a cartoon depicting a 
sexual act with an animal. 
She added 160 of the images 
fell into the most serious 
categories for this offence. 

The court heard the call cen¬ 
tre worker had been convicted 
of possessing 200 indecent im¬ 
ages of children in 2003. At 
the time, the court had not or¬ 
dered security software to be 
installed on his computer, but 
Ms Cottee said Spencer’s 
partner had done so. 

The prosecutor said Spencer 
had distributed the images to 
others and had been “chatting 
to people with a similar inter¬ 
est very explicitly about 
young boys” online. 


George Zachary, defending, 
asked the judge to consider 
Spencer’s admission of guilt 
to police and he had attended 
a rehabilitation scheme. 

He said that there had been 
a “significant amount of time 
with no re-offending”. 

He said Spencer, who has 
split up from his partner, has 
“significant” debts and that 
he “lived a solitary existence”. 

Judge Moss sentenced 
Spencer to a three-year com¬ 
munity order, instead of the 
two-year prison sentence, 
which is the starting point for 
the offences. 

Spencer has been placed on 
the sex offenders’ register, is 
under three years’ supervi¬ 
sion and was required to pay 
court costs of £365 and a vic¬ 
tim surcharge of £60. 

A sexual offences preven¬ 
tion order prohibiting him 
from accessing the internet on 
any device not installed with 
security software for 10 years 
was also made. 


Firework fine 

The owner of a flooring shop 
has been fined for selling fire¬ 
works to a child. 

Tony Copland of Brighton 
Road in Banstead, owner of 
All Floors Limited with 
branches in Purley Way, 
Croydon, and Oldfields Road, 
Sutton, has been fined £4,100 
for selling fireworks to a 15- 
year-old and for breaking sev¬ 
eral rules relating to the 
storage of fireworks. 

Trading standard officers 
from Sutton and Croydon vis¬ 
ited the Sutton branch in 
November in a test purchase 
operation. A 15-year-old vol¬ 
unteer was sold fireworks 
worth £20. 

When Copland was asked 
about the purchase he 
claimed he did not know who 
the seller was. Officers also 
found fireworks were not 
being stored to legal safety 
standards. 

Copland appeared in court 
last Tuesday to admit 16 
charges - eight relating to him 
personally and eight relating 
to his business.

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Opposition forces college 
to rethink farm site plan

North East Surrey College of 
Technology (Nescot) is draw¬ 
ing up a plan B for a huge de¬ 
velopment it wants to create 
in Ewell, following opposition 
from residents, it has 
emerged. 

The college announced in 
July that it wants to create ac¬ 
commodation for 600 stu¬ 
dents, 79 family homes and a 
120-unit retirement care vil¬ 
lage on its 14-acre site, cur¬ 
rently used to care for farm 
animals, beside Reigate Road, 
Ewell. 

Last week Nescot’s planning 
team held a meeting with four 
residents’ associations at St 
Paul’s Church Howell Hill, 
attended by about 40 people. 

The Epsom Guardian was 
urged to attend Tuesday’s 
meeting so all residents could 
be kept informed of 
developments. 

But it was banned from at¬ 
tending by Keith Lugton, 
chairman of the Nonsuch 
Park and District Residents’ 
Association, who said he had 
organised it as a private meet¬ 
ing. 

He said: “I don’t want 


residents to feel constrained 
because they might be quoted 
in the press.” 

And after the meeting a 
Nescot spokeswoman said it 
was “absolutely not appropri¬ 
ate” to discuss what options 
might or might not appear in 
the final submission. 

She said: “We were taking 
soundings from local resi¬ 
dents’ associations - we will 
now be looking further at the 
plans and making changes.” 

But an anonymous source 
who attended the meeting, 
told the newspaper the Nescot 
team discussed a plan B, 
which involved switching the 
student accommodation onto 
the college’s educational site, 
south of the railway line and 
increasing the number of 


family homes by 25 to 104. 

Stuart Seymour, from 
Reigate Road, who also attend¬ 
ed the meeting, said Nescot 
was looking a “different mix” 
on the animal husbandry site, 
which may include just an el¬ 
derly care home and housing. 

But he said: “It has not been 
fully formalised. I think there 
is every likelihood of a plan C. 

“We are more concerned 
about the road because, as far 
as we know, there is only 
access in Reigate Road.” 

Residents at the meeting ac¬ 
knowledged that Nescot had 
listened to their concerns, but 
remained worried about traf¬ 
fic, parking and an influx of 
students into Ewell. 

Following the meeting, Mr 
Lugton said: “I felt it was 


useful for residents to hear 
where Nescot’s thinking is 
going at present. But it is only 
thinking, there are no hard 
and fast decisions.” 

He highlighted concerns 
about traffic and parking, 
pressure on school places and 
health facilities and the safety 
of pedestrians in the area but 
said: “We want what is best 
for everybody.” 

Barry Wastnidge, assistant 
principal of Nescot, said: “We 
were pleased to meet with res¬ 
idents to discuss the changes 
to our plans that have 
emerged as a result of both 
consultations with stakehold¬ 
ers and the general public. 

“Our plans are still ‘work in 
progress’ and we will be care¬ 
fully considering comments 
made at the meeting and will 
be returning with further 
amendments in due course.” 

Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge said: “I gather they 
[Nescot] have been engaging 
with local residents to tweak 
the application so it is less of a 
concern. 

“We are aware residents are 
concerned about this applica¬ 
tion and the developer is 
showing a willingness to en¬ 
gage, which is encouraging.”

Disgraced MP shares 
solace in Christianity

After being offered hardcore 
pornography, disgraced former 
cabinet minister, Jonathan 
Aitken, formed a prayer group 
with murderers, a safe cracker 
and armed robbers, which helped 
to clean up his prison. 

Speaking at St Paul’s Church in 
Howell Hill, Ewell, on Friday, 
Aitken, who spent seven months 
of an 18-month sentence for per¬ 
jury in Belmarsh prison, said he 
found Christian faith when his 
world fell apart and he went 
through “defeat, disgrace, 
divorce, bankruptcy and jail”. 

He said an Irish burglar called 
Paddy offered him hardcore porn 
magazines in the jail, but he 
declined, saying he was on a 
“different path” following Jesus. 

He said: “After a long pause 
Paddy broke it by saying some¬ 
thing completely unexpected, he 
said: ‘I would really like to try 
that path myself’.” 

The pair started praying togeth¬ 
er and formed a prayer group in¬ 
cluding people convicted of 
robbery, drug dealing and 
murder, plus other “assorted 
villains”. 

He said he noticed people start¬ 
ed changing, stopped swearing,

threw away porn magazines, 
started being civil to prison 
officers and gave up drugs. 

He said of the 20-strong prayer 
group, a couple had died and 
three were back in prison, but 12 
to 15 of them had gone straight. 

He said: “Something happened, 
whether it was a journey, a 
change or a transformation.” 

After the meeting he told the 
Epsom Guardian that pride and 
anger prompted his infamous an¬ 
nouncement that he would fight 
falsehood with the “sword of 
truth”. 

Aitken made the statement 


before taking libel action, which 
later collapsed and resulted in 
him being found guilty of perjury 
and perverting the course of 
justice in 1999. 

He said: “Of course I very much 
regret it. 

“I have learned a big lesson 
there. Every so often I have to 
watch on television replays of 
what is called the ‘sword of truth’ 
speech. 

“I always say to myself, a: ‘who 
is that berk up there?’. And b: 
‘why is he being so pompous and 
not telling the truth, at least in 
one area’.” 

Asked what propelled him to 
commit perjury, he said: “It was a 
combination of anger, fear and 
pride. Anger came because some 
of the things the Guardian said 
were untrue.” 

Aitken said he was not an arms 
dealer or pimp and there was no 
corruption, but added that the 
truth is not an “a la carte menu” 
and in any case he lied about the 
Ritz bill. 

He added: “I got into what 
seemed to be quite a minor cover- 
up and it became a major catas¬ 
trophe. But I’m a very happy 
person now. Life is good.”

Offices to house students 



Councillors have approved 
plans to convert an office 
building into student accom¬ 
modation, despite Epsom 
Council launching a bid to 
protect its business district 
from a controversial change 
to planning law. 

The council said last week 
that it is aiming to introduce 
protection for Adelphi Court, 
Crossways House and Brad¬ 
ford House, in East Street, 
Epsom, after a change in 
planning law. 

The new law, introduced by 
the Government in May, 
removed the obligation on de¬ 
velopers to obtain planning 
permission to convert office 
space for residential use. 

But last Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 5, the council’s planning 
committee approved the con¬ 
version of three floors of

Crossways, which has been 
vacant since 2010, into 45 stu¬ 
dent bedrooms for Epsom’s 
University of the Creative 
Arts, with office use being re¬ 
tained only on the ground 
floor. 

The application, which was 
approved unanimously, does 
not fall within the terms of 
the Government’s change 
because it is for student ac¬ 
commodation. 

A council report on the ap¬ 
plication stated: “There is 
conflict with local policy 
created by the loss of this 
strategically important em¬ 
ployment site. 

“Nevertheless, the site has 
been consistently marketed 
over three years without 


success and it is important for 
the council to take a balanced 
judgement on such sites to 
promote growth and 
investment.” 

Speaking after the meeting, 
committee member Council¬ 
lor Sheila Carlson said the 
Government’s change is 
“logical” and supported the 
application as “Epsom needs 
to attract students from 
elsewhere”. 

She said Epsom is “desper¬ 
ate” for affordable housing 
and the change in planning 
law “could help, but public 
opinion is against it”. 

Coun Carlson said Epsom is 
losing affordable housing 
from developers who are sub¬ 
mitting applications that they 
say would not be financially 
viable if the requirement to 
include affordable housing - 


currently 40 per cent for 
developments of 15 or more 
dwellings - was included. 

She said the council rejects 
such applications, but they 
are often approved on appeal 
by the Government’s 
Planning Inspectorate. 

She said: “If it is not finan¬ 
cially viable, don’t build it. We 
have to be robust.” 

But Councillor Graham 
Dudley, committee chairman, 
said developers are following 
the council’s own policy. 

He said: “The council has a 
policy that allows developers 
to conduct a financial viabili¬ 
ty exercise. 

“The planning committee 
members generally do not 
like that particular policy, but 
in the current financial 
circumstances that will not 
always be possible.”

While Paresh Patel, who has

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A lleppey is one of the 
exotic backwater 
town’s of India’s 
southern state of Kerala 
and is also known as the 
Venice of the East, so says 
the promotional blurb, 
writes Paul Warner. 

The Indian restaurant in 
Ewell which is named 
after it, may not be situat¬ 
ed in such an exotic loca¬ 
tion - it is on the Ewell 
bypass, just off Ruxley 
Lane, next to a Co-op - but 
its fine south Indian cui¬ 
sine goes some way to 
transporting you to this 
beautiful region - if only 
through taste and smells. 

The restaurant, which 
specialises in south Indian 
and Kerala cuisine, is very 
modern and comfortable 
inside, with plenty of tra¬ 
ditional charm.

The rice and paratha 
were also beautifully 
cooked. 

With our waistlines 


bursting we were just 
about able to finish off a 
couple of tasty kulfis and 
sampled gulab jamun, an 
Indian version of dough- 
balls floating in a gor¬ 
geous sweet syrup. 

If you haven’t tasted 
cuisine from Kerala be¬ 
fore and want something 
a little bit different from 
most curry houses, then I 
suggest you give the 
Alleppey a try.

Up to 22 per cent could be 
wiped off the value of your 
home if you have party- 
loving neighbours, according 
to fresh research. 

A survey conducted by 
haart estate agents, which 
has a branch in Sutton 
reveals that 54 per cent of 
house hunters are unwilling 
to live next door to a party 
house and 43 per cent would 
not put up with neighbours 
having loud sexual 
intercourse most nights - 
even if they were offered a 
significant discount on the 


purchase price to 
compensate. Other noise 
pollutants considered far less 
offensive to potential buyers 
include train lines (32 per 
cent) and motorway traffic 
(31 per cent). 

Only a third (32 per cent) of 
homebuyers are put off by 
commuter train lines, and 
even constant animal noises 
are less of a nuisance, with 
just 33 per cent unwilling to 
put up with dogs barking or 
cockerels crowing. At the 
bottom of the list of nuisance 
noises are motorbikes or 


diesel van start-ups 
immediately out the front of 
the house every morning - 
with only 26 per cent saying 
they wouldn’t move in to this 
type of property. 

Women are more concerned 
by troublesome neighbours 
than men, with nearly two 
thirds (58 per cent) of female 
respondents opposed to living 
next to a party house 
(compared to 46 per cent of 
men). The older generation 
are also particularly 
apprehensive, with 74 per 
cent of those aged 65 and over 


unwilling to put up with 
party animals next door. 

Young adults aged 16-25 
proved to be the least 
cautious, with 17 per cent 
happy to live next door to 
neighbours with a steamy 
love life most nights with no 
compensation required 
whatsoever (compared to 0 
per cent of those 65 and over). 

Aside from those who 
would not move in to these 
properties for any amount of 
compensation whatsoever, 
the remaining would demand 
a substantial discount, with 
the highest re¬ 
duction required to 
put up with 
neighbours having 
regular parties, 
where people would 
want an average of 
22 per cent off the 
cost of the property. 
Paul Smith, CEO of 
haart estate agent, 
said: “We Brits are 
renowned for our 
prudent behaviour, 
and this survey 
highlights just how 


significant this mind-set is 
when it comes to buying a 
home. 

“It is usually quite simple to 
scope out whether a property 
is affected by noise from 
nearby traffic, train lines or 
motorways, however, it’s not 
so easy to spot the livelier

(Amendment No.1) 201-; 

(j) The Surrey County Council (D2247) Ladbroke Road Epsom in the Borough of Epsom and Ewell (Restricted Zone) (On-Street 
Parking Place) Order 2013 (Amendment No.1) 201-; and 

(k) The Surrey County Council (Epsom and Ewell Prohibition of Verge Parking) Order 201 -. 

2. The purpose and effect of the Orders above is to:- 

(a) provide free on-street parking places in certain lengths of the road specified in Schedule 2 to this Notice. Operating at the times 
and periods specified in that Schedule; 

(b) specify that the vehicles which may be left in any of the free on-street parking places shall be passenger vehicles (8 seats or 
less), goods vehicles the maximum gross weight of which is less than 5 tonnes, motor-cycles and invalid carriages; 

(c) provide that certain other vehicles may wait in any of the free on-street parking places referred to above in certain circumstances 
(e.g., to allow persons to board or alight (maximum 2 minutes), to load or unload (maximum 20 minutes), etc, and vehicles left 
by specified disabled persons (no time limit); 

(d) provide that in the case of any of the on-street parking places referred to in Schedule 2 to this Notice, outside the hours of 
operation indicated in the said Schedule any vehicle may be left in any of those on-street parking places for any period without 
time limit; 

(e) prohibit the waiting by vehicles in certain lengths of the roads and on the days and times referred to in Schedule 1 to this Notice; 

(f) provide that in the lengths of roads referred to in paragraph (e) above, the usual exemptions for loading and unloading vehicles, 
boarding and alighting from vehicles, using vehicles for works on or adjoining those lengths of roads, the maintenance of those 
roads and the services in them and for disabled persons’ vehicles in accordance with the “Blue Badge” Scheme would apply; 

(g) Convert existing advisory disabled bays into mandatory disabled bays as specified in schedule 4; 

(h) Operating at any time for use only by disabled persons vehicles displaying a disabled persons blue badge with no time limit on 

how long such a vehicle may be left. 

(hi revoke the existing no waiting restrictions in that length of Woodcote Side between Oakmead Green and Yew Tree Close 
specified in schedule 6; 

(j) provide the loading and unloading of vehicles at any time in the roads specified in schedule 5; 

(k) to provide such loading in Cheam Road, Ewell, for the purpose of collecting or delivering goods from any premises adjacent to 
or in the vicinity of the loading bay, for use at all times. 

(l) the usual exemptions for boarding and alighting from vehicles, using vehicles for works on or adjoining those lengths of roads, 
the maintenance of those roads and the services in them would apply; 

(m) Prohibit parking on any of the verges at any time adjacent to the roads specified in schedule 3; 

(n) provide that in the lengths of roads referred to in paragraph (k) above, exemptions for residential access and the emergency 

services; 

(o) impose the School Zig-Zag Markings in certain lengths of roads listed in the Schedule 7 to this notice, which prohibits stopping 
outside schools; 

(p) the Prohibition in referred to in paragraph (m) above does not apply to any person causing or permitting a vehicle to stop or 
remain at rest - 

(i) if that person is obliged to do so in order to avoid an accident or if that person is required to do so by law; or 

(ii) anything done with the permission or at the direction of a police constable in uniform; or
